ALLIED HEADQUARTERS IN NORTH AFRICA, Aug. 7 (AP)- 
U. S, troops in Sicily have seized Troina, threatening to split nazi 
forces in half, and British units sqireezing up from- the southwest 
have taken Biancavilla from Italians running up the white Hag of 
surrender.. 

These two important strategic victories on the central sector nar- 
rowed the Sicilian front to only 46 miles in width; and the allied bag 
of prisoners soared to 125,000. 

Routed from their mile-high fastnesses in Troiria by American 
guns, bayonets and bombs, remnants of the German 29th motorized 
division fled toward the Messina straits tonight in the closing phase 
of the Sicilian campaign. . 

Maj, Gen. Terry Allen's first division veterans, who 
scaled, the last rocky heights to Troina and crushed 
surviving Germans with rifle butt and bayonet, "dis- 
jointed" the German line and -American troopa "are 
threatening to prevent the junction of the German 
15th armored and Hermann Goering diviaions re- 
treating to the eaat coast," headquarters announced.

NEW VORK—Fasclim, in Italy, 
was the reaction against the vio- 
lence of communism which wu be- 
glnntotr to reproduce the Russian 
revolution among 
a tick, poor and 
conluaed popula- 
tion whose gov- 
ernment had lost 
authority and re- 
spect. It wsa not 
on unpopular re- 
action, lor It ol- 
tered attractive 
bribes to the peo- 
ple and prc«ivlsed 
to punish tha rich 
and humiliate the „„,,^^ 
hIgh-bom. It also 
promised to put down disorders 
wliich always lerrlh tha majority 
ol the cltlseni and the saying that 
Iiluaioltiil made the trains run on 
time vaa not as empty as it sound- 
ed; lor It maant not merely that ha 
put them on schedule and kept them 
there, but alio that he Imposed dis- 
dain e on revolutionary railroad 
worker* and made them behava. 

MUssollnl did pay ott many ol his 
promises- to tha morken, hut. In -■ 
tum.*he seized absolute power c 
Uielr lives and what he gave the 
Itallaru, after a time, was tha milral 
and practical equivalent ot the gov- 
emment that the communists had 
tried to establish. Builneu. although 
not aeiied outright, was so tightly 
regulated Chat business becama a 
state enterprise and was fed upon 
by petty agents ol tho party and 
looted by the more pompous gralten 
and opportunists. Any worker Who 
IhDUShl his employer had misused 
him could readily, and ea.<illy go to 
court and get his rights, ond It was 
pleasant In the eail; staecs to be 
able to «tand up In court and point 
fbiger at the boea without'feor. 
Mussolini was especially crafty In 
his treatment of the Jcumallits lor 
although he could creat* a one-party 
dress by force 11 was even better to 
create a loytl body ot enthuslastta 
defenders whose dorotlon had been 
bought by a form ol Job-sccuilty 
that made It more expensive' lor an 
employer to tiro an Incompetent 
than to keep him on ihe payroll for 
Hie. Anyway, the press was receiv- 
ing govenunent subsidies to cover 
any deficits that might result Irom 
the OTorload, so the employers, too. 
were reasonably hat^ in their new 
condition. 

On the whole, foeclsm was not un- 
popular with tha Italians as a do- 
mestic govemment But It begin to 
hurt when the bum .dressed up his 
empire and In tha darkness before 
dawn the hobnails ot young Italians, 



faceless In the gloom, clopped in 
broken steps over tha cobblestcmca 
ot tho streets lending down to the 
tnnsporU for Abyssinia. Thla was 
war again and the Italians had not 
wanted real war but only parades 
and muslo and demonitratlona ol^^ 
patriotism. ^ . 

Mussolini also put through bis ' 
program of publlo works and reset- 
tlement projeota and paid baby-bo- 
nuses and altoeether. there were elo- 
menta In laaclsm which have been 
copied hera and rapturoujiy praised 
as loclal, political and economic 
gUns. There, also, those who Criti- 
cised tha content and the obJeoUvea 
of the goremment's program put 
themselves in nn exposed position, 
lor there were many to m that 
Mussolini 1^-aa a great and good 
man whose heart beat only tor the 
people and that hla opponsnta had 
no motive but greed and blllemess 
over the loaa ol theh old ptirileges. 

Qovcmmenta all require twee be- 
hind them which ahould be used Im- 
partially against all groups that 
challenge their' authority. It may be ' 
the force In tho policeman's nlgl)t 
stick, implied but not enertcd. or, 
in eitrane coses, the force of anns 
under martial law. But II the lormer 
Is uted effectively in the first place 
and neVcr spared out ol political 
consideration lor any element ot the 
population, the need tor martial law 
does not develop. 

,In Itoly. Just bcfora fascism, the 
force behind government had 
flinched, then failed utterly and the 
popular, appeal of fascism lay In Its 
pranlse ol order and law and an era . 
ot employment and suttldency. U 
not necessarily of plenty. It Is al- 
ways tho method of the communists 
to take advantage ol discontent 
arising ■[rem poverty and discour- , 
agemcnt to arouse elements ol tha 
people to rlota which may develop 
Into Insurrections, and it Is always 
a mistake or any govenimKit to 
condone or accept any excuses for, 
any challenge to Its authority. When 
such disturbances go Just so far the 
government loses tlie Initiative and 
the authority and may bs unable to 
regain control. 

Britain had eome dangerma ei- 
periMices alter tha other war. In- 
cluding a strike of policemen . In 
Liverpool, a very tough city, and 
Britain came thrcnigh, thanks to the 
character of the people and their 
dvlUiatlon and respect lor Isw. In 
other countries, though, communism 
laded Into lasclam as Hertiert Eoo- 
vcr has repeatedly pointed out, to 
the boos ot a multitude of Americans 
who seem to think that Jaw and or- 
der mean reaction and oppression 

tha many by the lew.

We should act a pat- 
tern that other nations could fol- 
low and that would Insure Jtistlce 
freedom and plen^ to all, thus giv- 
ing a peace of mind and apint to our 
boys, who are so gallantly defending 
the principles on which this nation 
was founded, and to those who an 
carrying on the battles on the pro- 
duction tmnt.
